JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
Nov.; the French mail, with London dates Sept. 29, arrived out 
Nov. 17. The following summary is from the Japan Mail and 
the Japan Herald :— 

The following grades of Government offices, down to the 10th 
class, and rates of monthly salaries, have been fixed by the Japan- 
ese Government, to be paid in cash in lieu of rice as formerly. 
There are a few perquisites and advantages enjoyed by some of 
the officers which taaruass the remuneration they receive, but it 
will be manifest, when we mention that the Prime Minister, who 
heads the list, is only paid 800 rios a month, and the Chiji of the 
Kanagawa Ken but 250 rios, that the remuneration paid to 
officials in the public service is calculated upon a much lower 
basis than obtains in Europe—too little to support the dignity 
and importance of the more important offices. If the number ot 
officials could be reduced, say by one-half, and the best officers 
only retained, at double the present rates, a great improvement 
would be effected, by thus offering sufficient inducement to the 
best intellects of the country to engage in the service of Govern- 
ment :—

“The cry is still they come,” for we learn that the Japanese 
Government, with the object of pushing on the civilisation of the 
country, and bringing it to as high a pitch iu as brief a time 
as possible, are continuously engaging foreigners from abroad to 
enter their service. Without mentioning the American citizens 
who will presently arrive here to fill various capacities, we hear 
of the engagement of twenty-three French militury instructors 
for the Imperial army and ten English instructors for the Japanese 
navy. Further, twelve beer brewers from Bavaria have been or- 
dered, and a number of shoemakers (country uuknown) will 
shortly arrive to teach the craft and mystery of bootmaking. 
Amongst the imitative movements of the day may be noted the 
establishment of a shoeblack brigade at Yedo, which is in course 
of formation, to be composed of street boys and men destitute of 
other employment. 

An accident occurred on board the Japanese steamer Komei 
Maru, on leaving Yedo for Yokohama, which was the cause of 
the death of two and wounding of three passengers. By some 
means the clogs to the capstan gave way, driving the poles with 
great force in every direction. The same steamer met with a 
mishap to her machinery, and was forced to anchor, and return 
her passengers by another vessel to Yokohama, where they arrived 
late at night.

TIENTSIN, 
A correspondent, writing under date Nov. 23rd, sends the fol- 
lowing items :— , oes 


The waters are much as when I last wrote, and the gap half 
way up to town is not yet closed. The authorities are receiving 


small dribblets of grain from Leaoutung, and a Chinese gunboat 
has again come with a few hundred piculs of maize and millet 
from Newchwang. The 


uantities of grain which have come 
during the last three seh from Honan and the west of Shan- 
tung are much about the same as usually came from those places. 
The Szechuen has been lightered from Takoo by the millet, and 
she and the Appin both clear to-day for Shanghai. 

We have now every morning ice at the river side, and I imagine 
the next strong north blow will close the river half way to Takoo: 
It is true the large volume of water this year may prevent it 
freezing over so early. In former years there has always been 
little water in the bed, owing to strong northerly winds. As we 
have this year a great deal of water running down night and day, 
it will not freeze so easily, and we may see the river close later. 

H.B.M.’s gun vessel Midge arrived here five days back, and 
she and the Leven are both being housed in. 


SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 30th November ; the 
P. and O. mail, with London dates Oct. 6, arrived out Nov. 23. 
The North China Herald supplies the following items of news :— 

The chief event of the week has been the visit of Tseng-kwo- 
Fan to the port. His reception is said to have cost the city ef 
Shanghai ten thousand taels, and if all the other cities which he 
visits in the three provinces under his rule are put to propor- 
tionate expense, a bp or tour must be rather a costly proceed « 
ing. Tseng arrived on the 22nd Nov., accompanied by the Acting 
Futai, the Taoutai, Chen, the Mixed Court magistrate, and a 
number of smaller mandarins. A guard of native soldiers went 
in front—a fairly presentable body of men—one party carrying 
flags, and another being armed with rifles and fixed bayonets. 
After these came banner and umbrella bearers, a few officers 0 
ponyback, and in rear of the procession the usual following of 
yamen lvafers. os 

The Viceroy is a well built man, somewhat stout, of heavy ex- 

ression of countenance, with dark grey beard and moustachios, 
bis face deeply lined. The Futai looks an intelligent. man,.of 
apparently the same years as his superior., Entering at , 

rench side, his Excellency first yisited the Frenc 

General, from thence. passing to the ish Consulate, thence 
to the Danish Consulate (Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.'s), 
and next tu the British Consulate, Here a guard of Marines. was 
drawn up and saluted as he came in, while.the bugler.sounded 
welcome, and six guns were fired from some small cannon-in 
the grounds. His Excellency was received by Mr. Davenport, 
Acting Consul, at his house ; Mr. Fraser, Acting Vice-Gonsut-; 
Mr. McClatchie, Acting Interpreter; Mr. Spence, of H.B.M. 
Consulate; C. W. Goodwin, Esq., Deputy Chief Judge; the 
senior naval officer, Captain Baird, of H.M.S. Juno; Captain 
Boyle, of H.M.S. Curlew ; Colonel Winstanley, of the Feng-wan- 
shan Drilled {Force; Mr. Mowat, Law Secretary, and several 
private gentlemen being also present. The interview was entirely 
taken up with the usual complimentary remarks and inquiries, 
which Tseng acknowledged in very brief terms and with a very 
bland manner. We believe there are some questions pending of 
a commercial nature, which have been referred to the city for 
his Excellency’s opinion, and which he promises to inquire into. 
faving expressed a desire to look into the Supreme Court—a 
kind of foreign building, which he said he had not yet had an 
opportunity of seeing—he was conducted there. Mr. Goodwin

showed him the Bench, and explained, through Mr. McClatchie, 
the position of jury, counsel, parties, and witnesses, when busi- 
ness was going on. 

His Excellency admired the arrangements, but thought the

tcok a look at the ruins of the late Consulate, and expressed his 
regret that it should have been so unfortunately destroyed. Leav- 
ing here, his Excellency went to the Hongkew side, and called 
at the Austrian, American, German, and Japanese Consulates, 
being received at the last mentioned with true Oriental courtesy. 
Returning to the English side, the procession made its way to the 
city, choosing the less public way of the Soochow Bund and 
through the Settlement by the Szechuen, Peking, and Honan- 
roads. , 

Those who witnessed the Viceroy’s retinue must have been 
rather struck with the grotesque state which attended the spec- 
tacle. To foreigners, accustomed to smart soldiery, gay capa- 
risonings, and rich equipages, the surroundings of the ruler of 
sixty millions of people on a ceremonious occasion could not but 
appear invested with a splendour more peculiar than real. It 
was curious because it was Chinese, but we feel bound to say it 
was far from imposing. We have already remarked.that thé men 
were not an aopreeeie lot of fellows, and might look well 
if they were subjected to rigid foreign disciple, including 
free: attention to the arms entrusted to them, the regu- 
ar use of soap and water, and the wearing of serviceable 
uniforms, instead of tawdry coverings terminating in ragged 
continuations and worn-out shoes or straw sandals. These 
things do not seem at all to offend the Chinese eye, however, and 
we suppose foreigners should look on and admire. The cavalry 
of the escort was, if possible, more squalid in its style—mounted 
on some ill-fed, ungroomed, meanly-equipped ponies. Possibly, 
however, his Excellency’s followers where compelled to leave their 
troop horses in the interior, and put up for the occasion with the 
iosal: stud from the Taoutai’s stables. The chairs of the Viceroy 
and Futai were the only respectable things to be seen. While 
the party where on the Bund, there occurred a characteristic epi- 
sede. A market coolie paused to indulge his curiosity, a tbasket 
of carrots swinging from his shoulder. The braves espied the 


tempting esculent, “ requisitioned the lot” and parted them’ 


among themselves, each securing a couple or s0. But the 
coolie had learned what it was to live in a freo settle- 
ment, and made an outcry which brought up one of the Viceroy’s 
officers, who ordered the braves to pay one cash each, at the same 
time selecting two carrots for himself at that price. Then the 
coolie wanted.to be paid for the tops of the carrots, which had 
proved as acceptable to the ponies of the cavalry as the roota did 
to the foot ; but we.suppose the soldiery thought it was a swindle 
to have to pay anything, and no more than the one cash per man 
:eould the unfortunate vendor of carrots obtain. It was very amus- 
ing also, at the British Consulate, to seo a brave appealing toa 
marine to remove a bayonet which clumsy treatment had 
fixed to the rifle, the scabbard also adbering immovably to the 
bayonet. Amid much laughing, the marine complied. But the 
faults of the native soldiery are less of a personal nature than the 
result of the system. 

On the 24th Tseng left the Kiangnan Arsena] for Woosung, in 
the No. 4 gunboat, followed by Nos. 3 and 1, containing his suite. 
It had been intended to hold a review at Woosung of the Franco- 


Chinese Contingent, but this did not come off; and an attempt 


to blow up a junk with torpedoes fuiled through the imperfectness 
of the electric apparatus. His Excellency visited the district 
city of Paoshan, returning on the 25th to Woosung, whence he 
started in one of the Arsenal gunboats for Nanking. 


- Complaints not loud but numerous are to be heard among the 


Chinese upon whom members of the Viceroy’s retinue have been 
billeted. -One case is worth noticing. A Chinaman engaged in 


‘ foreign employment had modelled his house and furniture after 
’ the 


estern fashion, and done it in very handsome style. The 
Taoutai intimated that the owner must turn out, as the house 
would be required for a high mandarin. And as the new occu- 
t was strongly anti-foreign in his views, the place must be 


‘ denuded of everything which could suggest the abhorred presence.

The salt excitement at Yangchow is over, the “farmers’’ se- 
lected, and the deposit-money is coming back. The Hupeh 
brought Tls 1,000,000 to Shanghai, so the tightness of our money 
market is effectually relieved. The concourse of applicants seems 


. to have caused high times in Yangchow; report says a regular 


spree. has been going on there. : 
The Viceroy is said to be endeavouring to restore to Nankio 
the important wood trade which used to be carried on there before 
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the rebellion ; in the course of events this gravitated to Chin- 
kiang, but Tseng-kwo-fan is now exerting his authority to re- 
establish it in its former posses. _ It is said that large honge 
are about to be built for the purpose ; and certainly the amount 
of rebuilding which is going on in the Southern capital should 
guarantee a large trade. . 

The Taoutai has paid a visit to the Austrian frigate Fanasa, ac- 
companied by Chen and several other officials. The party re- 
mained on board about an hour. The steam launch belonging to 
the frigate was placed at their disposal. When they were leay- 
an the vessel a complimentary salute was fired. 

he Austrian treaty has been ratified, the signatures being the 
Fantai, for China, and the Chevalier Calicé, the Austrian Minister. 
The treaties were exchanged at the Mixed,Court, where the Taou- 
tai, Mr. Schlik, Austrian Consul, Chevalier Funk, commander of 
the Fasana, and interpreters, were also present. A dinner has 
been given at the Austrian Consulate in honour of the event, at 
which the Chinese officials were guests, and they returned the 
er aioe subsequently at the Fantai’s residence. 

There isa rumour in Peking, which we give for whatit is worth, 
that Li has been ordered to proceed North to settle certain 
boundary questions with Russia; the latter is said to have been 
again encroaching. The Peking Gazette announces the promotion 
of Chang-chih-wan, now Futai of Kiangsu, to be Viceroy of 
Fohkien and Chekeang. vice Ying-kwei, the present incumbent, 
ordered to remain in Peking. Hoching, now Viceroy of Shansi, 
is to succeed Chang at Soochow. 

The first meet of the Paper Hunt Club for the season has been 
held, and unfortunately resulted in two bad accidents. During 
the run the foxes crossed the scent, whereby the hunt became 
divided. The first man in to accept the congratulations of his 
backers was a celebrated lightweight on Emblem, who has fre- 
quently distinguished himself on the flat. It was discovered that 
the hunt had entirely missed the real line of paper; hence no 
prize was awarded, the foxes having doubled back too closely on 
the outward scent. As already stated, two members of the hunt 
met with accidents—one dislocating his shoulder and the other 
breaking his ribs. We are glad to hear, however, that both are 
progressing favourably, and may soon ayain be secn in the pigskin. 

The Yacht Club have held another regatta. Nine yachts en- 
tered—the Emily, Charm, Pretender, Lucy. Fearless, Eureka, 
Phantom, Julia, and Fairy. Four, however, were disqualified in 
the start. The race was won by the Charm. We are informed 
that another cup has been presented by a. member of the Yacht 
Club, to be sailed for on the 2nd Dec.—the course to be round 
the Red Buoy and back. 

The Philharmonic Society have given their opening concert for 
the season. It was a very successful performance and gave great 
gratification to 2 crowded house. 

A meeting of the Shanghai Gun Club was held on the 27th 
November. The accounts showed a balance in hand of $144, out 
of which it was decided to give two cups to be shot for by mem- 
bers. Messrs. Dallas, Waller, Twigg, Chambers, and Martin were 
elected a committee. 


HONG KONG. 
Dates by this opportunity extend to the 6th Dec. The out- 
ward mail, from London of 20th Oct. arrived on the 2nd Dec. 
The following items are from the China Mail:— 


The St. Andrew’s Dinner was held in St. Andrew’s Hall (30th 
Nov.), when a party numbering about eighty sat down. In de- 
coration, ornamentation, and general comfort, the affair was a 
great success. Hon. W. Keswick presided, supported by Com- 
modore Shortt and Colonel Kennedy ; Mr. James Greig acted as 
vice chairman, and Rev. Dr. Legge and Mr. Tonnochy acted as 
croupiers. After the usual loyal toasts, the chairman gave ‘‘ The 
Pious and Immortal Memory of Saint Andrew,” which was drunk 
in solemn silence. ‘ The Land 0’ Cakes” was next proposed by 
the vice-chairman, ina few pithy remarks, and drunk to with enthu- 
siasm. Mr. W. Legge gave the “Heroes of Scotland in a short but 
stirring speech. recalling to mind a few of the great names of which 
Scotland was ever rightly proud. “ The Literary Wurthies of Scot- 
land,” which was the next toast was proposed by Dr. Legge, in the 
speech of the evening. He said that he was embarrassed with 
the riches which presented themselves in such a field of worthies, 
as Scotland had attained the top of the tree in almost every de- 

artment of intellectual effort. After enumerating nearly all the 
Panels of science, theology, literature, and adventure. in which 
many Scotchmen shone with great lustre, the rev. doctor brought 
down the house by his genial, discriminating, and just estimate of 
Burns, Scott, Oarlyle, and George MacDonald. ‘The Lasses” 
was given by Mr. Tonnachy, and responded to by Lieut. Burn; 
while the ‘Guests’? was proposed by Mr. Scott, and responded 
to by Mr. N. B. Dennys (for Englishmen) and by Mr. Elwell (for 
Americans). The evening was passed very pleasantly, a number 
of songs being sung by gentlemen of all nationalities present, and 
the company broke up before midnight. 

A Chinese burial-ground bas been set apart at about a quarter 
of a mile north cast of Yau-matee, and iu future this will be 
the only lawful place of interment for the Chinese inhubitants 
of British Kowloong. ; 

The police rate for 1872 is fixed at 7} per cent. for houses ia 
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the city of Victoria, and at 5 per cent. for houses in the villages 
of the island. The fire brigade rate for houses in Victoria is 
fixed at } per cent., the lighting rate at 14 per cent.,and the 
water rate at 2 per cent. per annum. The rates are payable 
quarterly. 

The ordinance relating to the admission and enrolment by the 
Supreme Court of barristers. attornies, solicitors, and proctors, 
and to the examination of articled clerks, and to provide for the 
registration of public notaries, has been approved and confirmed 
by Her Majesty. 

The conditions are made public under which the privilege of 
farming the granite quarries in Hong Kong and Kowloong for 
1872 will be granted. 

His Excellency Governor Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, 
K.C.M.G., 0.B., being expected by the incoming French mail, 
the community are invited by the Colonial Secretary to attend 
his Excellency’s landing at the Government Wharf, which will 
probably take place shortly after the steamer shall have anchored. 

The Austrian treaty with China was ratified at Shanghai on 
Monday, November 27th, the signitaries being the Fantai, for 
China, and the Chevalier Calicé, the Austrian Minister. The trea- 
ties were exchanged at the Mixed Court, where the Taoutai, Mr. 
Schlick, Austrian Consul, Chevalier Funk, commander of the 
Fasana, and interpreters, were also present. 


We learn that Baron de Hubner left Canton in the Chinese 
steamer Peng-chao-hai, after having seen all the sights and visited 
the local authorities. 

We hear that it is in contemplation to establish a private 
steamer-service between this Port and Manila, which, if done, will 
be very convenient for correspondence, as it is impossible to insure 
the departure of the mails sent hy sailing ships with anything 
like regularity. It often happens now that a steamer arrives 
unexpectedly and leaves for Manila during the time which elapses 
between the closing of the mail and the actual departure of the 
ship, which sometimes does not leave for three or four days after 
the time announced. 

Mr. P. J. Hughes, ‘Acting Consul at Canton, will, on the return 
of Mr. D. B. Robertson, proceed to Hankow. 


An extraordinary general meeting of the Indo-Chinese Sugar 
Company (Limited), was announced to be held on the 13th Dec., 
for the purpose of confirming the resolution passed at the last 
meeting :-“ That the sale by the directors of this company’s 
Bienhoa property and of the Lakhan estate to Mr. Victor Kres- 
ser, and the arrangements made in connection therewith for the 
settlement of the euapeny claim on Messrs. Waheo, Smith and 
Co. in respect of the third call on the shares held by them, and 
for the cancellation of the contract of the 21st April, 1870, for 
the sale to them of certain sugars: as set forth in the report sub- 
mitted to this meeting by the directors are approved of, ratified 
and confirmed, the same being manifestly to the benefit and ad- 
vantage of this company.” 

At the time when|the mail left the trial of Abdool Moussa 
and Noor Mahomed Camissa for conspiracy, which commenced on 
the lst Dec., before Chief Justice Smale, was still proceeding. 
The Acting Advocate-General and Mr. Drummond appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr. Hayllar for the defence. By next mail 
we have no doubt we shall receive the full report of the trial and 
verdict, and until then we reserve any further comments on the 
case. 

The Ocean Regatta was announced to take place on the 7th 
December, the P. and O. tugboat Dragon being placed at their 
disposal to follow the race. It has been suggested that yachting 
sports in Hong Kong would be much increased by those who care 
for it entering small yachts for harbour races. 





COCHIN CHINA. 


SAIGON, 
Dates extend to the 10th Dec. 


Mr. J. G. Caswell, British Consul at this port, has resigned his 
office in consequence of his approaching departure from the co- 
lony. Having regard to the growing importance of British in- 
terests in Saigon, we trust that the Foreign-office will see the 
advisability of appointing a special Consul to succeed Mr. Cas- 
well, as the duties of the office which that gentleman ably ful- 
filled in the comparative infancy of the Settlement have now grown 
too heavy to be efficiently discharged bya merchant. It will 
give some idea of the rapid development of Saigon to state that 
the rice export amounted Jast year to no less than 5,000,000 pi- 
culs, and it will also show the extent to which British shipping is 
interested to add that, in the same year, no less than 250 vessels 
loaded in Saigon under the British flag. 


We are glad to learn that Sir Richard McDonnell, Governor of 
Hong Kong, on his recent visit to Saigon, en route for the seat of 


his Government, was very warmly received by th 
officials of the sister Settlement.

SHIPBUILDING ON THE CLYDE. 

We have received from our correspondent an aceount of the 
work done on the Clyde for the Eastern trade during 1871, with 
a list of orders on hand, which will be especially interesting, 
because it will be extremely difficult in future to obtain infor- 
mation of a similar kind, as the Association of Engineers and 
Shipbuilders have passed a resolution to the effect that no fur- 
ther information on this subject is to be supplied. 

The return of vessels launched during the past year shows that 
245, with a tonnage of 191,800, were sent afloat during that 
period, being an increase in the number of vessels over the two 
previous years, and an increase of 2,000 tons over 1870, but a 
decrease in tonnage when compared with 1869 of 2,200. Of the 
work completed no less than 45 were steam vessels built for the 
Indian and Far East trades, with the large tonnage of 79,887.

THE MONT CENIS ROUTE. 
(THE TIMES.) 

The 5th of this month marked, as an Italian Correspondent points 
out this morning, the date of an important step in the progress of our 
eemmunication with India. On that day the Overland Mail was, for 
the first time, made to travel by the route uf the Mont Cenis and Brin- 
si. It left London in the evening of last Friday and arrived at Brin- 
disi in the morning of the ensuing Monday, taking for the journey 
twenty-iour hours less than by the Marseilles route. It is not unlikely 
that far greater advantages may be reaped from the opening of this new 
channel of commercial intercourse. But, inthe meanwhile, we must con- 
gtatulate ourselves on the final removal of the obstacles which so long 
atood in the way of this important achievement. It is not uninteresting to 
look back on the various stages by which modern ingenuity and en- 
terprise have almost daily brought us nesrer to our vast Asiatic pos- 
sessions. An immense gain was made when, in exchange for the 
tedious navigation round the African Continent, a short cut was traced 
Soross the Desert from Alexandria to Suez. But from England to the 
Delta of the Nile there were several routes, an it was soon found that 
it was easy to avoid the circumnavigation of the Spanish Peninsula, 

d look for another short cut through France, by Calais, Paris, 

ons, and Marseilles. Independently of the shortness of the 
tead, it became evident that a railway train was, in many respects, a 
more convenient as well as a more rapid means of locomotion than the 
best of steamers ; and the maxim that “ no one should go by sea where 
it was possible to travel by land” re-asserted all its popular authority. 
The maxim, however, admitted of a larger application, and, if it had 
been found inexpedient to sail to India round Africa and round Spain, 
there was also no reason why one should not strike at once across Italy, 
ratber than make the tour of her western and southern coasts. From 
London to Alexandria the most direct line would pass through Calais 
and Paris to Macon, the Mont Cenia, Turin, Bologna, and Brindisi. The 
only obstacle lay in the chain of mountains constituting the barricr 
between France and Italy, but by the opening of the great Alpine 
tunnel of Mont Cenis that last hindrance was removed, and a railway 
train can now procecd, without interruption, from the old French port 
in the Channel all the way to the ancient Roman harbour on the ex- 
treme coast of the Adriatic. 

It might seem idle to inquire why the Mont Cenis line, which was 
opened in September, is only now coming into operation, Tho Mar- 
seilles line, and the steamers connected with it, had for severul years 
deserved well of this country. 
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drawing near in which such profit as might accrue to her from this 
traffic had to be shared with Italy, and French self-interest naturally for 
some time rebelled against that law of progress which must always be 
a law of necessity. Even whea she at last resigned herself to 
what could not be helped, France only half yielded, and with 
no ‘very good grace.’ The Mail which left London on Friday 
evening had not its retinue of ordinary passengers. It was con- 
veyed by special trains the whole of the way, and only the officer fn 
charge, Captain O’Brien, and the Postmaster-Genoral of India travelled 
with #, This may be only a temporary arrangement, and matters may 
improve witt the' success of the first experiment. It is hardly to be 
supposed that any difficulty can arise in the establishment of such 
accommodation for passengers along the new route as is provided for the 
‘limited ” mails on the main lines to Scotland and Ireland. But till 
such reasonable anticipationa are jostificd, travellers on their way to 
Tndia, if pressed for time, will be compelled to follow the new route through 
Belgium and Germany, rather than expose themselves to all the delays and 
vexations which are still to be met on the French railways by the ordinary 
trains between Macon and Modane. Owing to the want of agood understand- 
ing between France and Italy on this subject, the direct postal communica- 
tion between England and Italy via the Mont Cenis is now interrupted, 
and the mails must gc over the Brenner, a longer and more expensive 
route, the rate of postage between the two countries having been raised 
ip consequence, both on letters and also, and in considerably larger 
proportions, on parcels, books, and newspapers. A correspondent was 
the other day culling our attention to the absurdity that a newspaper 
sent from England to Florence or Rome cost three times as much 
as one forwarded across two oceans and a continent to Aus- 
tralia. So fat as Italy is concerned, there seems every disposi- 
tlon to do away with such inconveniences. The Italian Govern- 
ment, having no other means of counteracting the ill-will and jealousy 
of France, are determined to put upon her all the pressure which can be 
exercised by the competition of the Brenner line with the Mont Cenis 
line. ‘The Italidn Postmaster-General, Cavaliere Barbavara, feels con- 
fident that by a proper management of the Italian railway lines, and 
by an intelligent agreement with those of Austria, Germany, and 
Belgiam, he will-be able to reduce the difference between the two lines 
to about six hours’ time. The new railway und postal arrangements on 
all the Italian lincs were expected to come into operation yesterday. 


It is full time that both France and Italy should become aware that 
the tide of human progress waits for no man. While they are striving 
with one another for the privilege of conveying our muils across their 
territories to the coasts of the Mediterranean, enterprises of a far more 
gigantic character than even those of the Mont Cenis or the Isthmus of 
Suez threaten to open'new outlets for human enterprise, fur away trom 
the shores of that inland sea, all across the Asiatic Continent. Our own 
shortest overland route tu India lies through Germany, Austria, and 
Turkey to the Bosphorus, and hence along the vall-y of the Euphrates 
to the Persian Gulf. But, even in that undertaking, it sceins that we 
may expect to encounter the compctition of Russia, who, from the shores 
of the Volga, where her railways have now their terinini, is said to be 
contemplating a prolongation of those lines all the way to India, achieving 
across Asia a werk analogous to thataccomplished by America through- 
out all her continent by the Pacific Railway. There is, however, nothing 
in the prospect of these world-wide schemes, whether they come soon. 
or late to maturity, which need put the nations bordering on the Medi?- 
terrariean out of conceit with the signal advantages attached to their 
position on that sea, which has now again become what it was in ancient 
times—the great centre of the world. Unless the nations of the South 
of Europe, and especially the French and Italians, from want either df’ 
courage, or of industry, or of money, fail to give to the intercourse 
through the Isthmus of Suez the full development of which it is ca- 
pable, a very substantial part of the Eastern trade must necessarily go 
through their hands, The Perseveranza of Milan, while descant- 
ing on the importance which the improvement of all the means 
of communication {ts sure to give to the port of Brindisi, consi- 
ders that that port will at the utmost only monopolise the traffic 
which may conveniently be forwarded by railway trains—the mails 
and passengers and the lighter merchandiee. For yoods of larger 
bulk or weight water conveyance will always offer the advantages of 
greater economy, and the largest vessels coming up to tlie Adriatic or 
the Mediterranean will always find it convenient to push on to the 
inner harbours of Venice and Trieste, of Genoa and Marseilles. Not 
improbably, hovever, there will be enough to do for all those ports. It 
fa wonderful to think how the natural advancement of the human race 
has been, is, and will be, almost unconsciously bringing back the an- 
cient traffic to those original channels which had run dry and been 
forsaken since ancient and mediwval times. Equally wonderful is

DBPARTURE OF THE 80TH REGIMENT FOR CHINA. 


The 80th Regiment of infantry (Staffordshire Volunteers) was in- 
spected on the 5th inst. by Major-General Newton, commander of the 
Dablin Garrison, and on the same day embarked at Kingstown on 
board the troopship Simoon, Captain Madden, which vessel arrived at 
Portsmouth on the 7thinst. The regiment was there transferred ,to 
H.M. troopship Orontes, Captain J. L. Perry, which vessel pro- 
ceeded on the 12th inst. for China, via the Suez Canal, and will call 
at Gibraltar and Malta en route. After conveying the regiment to 
Hong Kong the Orontes will take the headquarters of the Ist Bat- 
talion 10th Foot from that station to Singapore to replace the bat- 
talion of native Indian infantry, which isto bewithdrawn. One battery 
of garrison artillery will then be withdrawn from the Straits Settle- 
ments and brought home in the Orontes. 


Under the new regulations by which, as stated in our issue of the 
26th ult., the Straits Settlements will, as regards the military com- 
mand, be united with China, the forces will be stationed as follows :— 
Hong Kong :—1 battery garrison artillery, 1 regiment European in- 
fantry (the 80th Regiment), 2 companies Gun Lascars. Straits Set- 
tlements :—1 battery garrison artillery, 1 battalion European infantry 
(let Battalion 10th Regiment).

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampson, Jan. 9. 

Tt is a characteristic sign of the times and a proof of the confidence 
placed in the future peaceable march of events since the conclusion of the 
war, that in Germany so many industrial undertakings should have sprung 
into existence in the course of the last few months, and in full reeogni- 
tion of the principle that union is strength they have assumed the shape 
of joint-stock companies, which has the advantage of enabling smaller 
capitalists to come forward and take an interest in enterpriees from 
which they would otherwise be excluded by the limited means at their 
command, their want of connections, and not understanding the details 
of the businers in which they embark as sharcholders in a company. 
This is further much faciliwted by the system of practical “ limited 
liability ” generally pursued on the Continent, and which is found to 
work perfectly well and afford the greatest security. It is simply this : 
the shares are fuily paid up, and are not made out in any name, but pay- 
able to the bearer. This simplifies the busincss very much, and the 
transfer of shares in the books uf theestablisiiment becomes superfluous. 
Besitles, it offers great facilities for obtaining temporary loans by merely 
depusiting the shares as security. Banking establishments, railways, 
steam comp:nies, breweries, distilleries, and other industriel under- 
takings are now all furmed and carried on on this principle with great 
success. 


In a great commercial emporium like Hamburg, with extensive con- 
nections in all parts of the world, it is not an unreasonable desire of the 
merchants here to emancipate themselves from their dependence on 
fore'yn nations for the need{ul supply of vessels to convey to them their 
own cargoes from a want of a sufficient number sailing under the 
German flag, and in the present advanced state of machinery, and the 
daily improvements and economies that are being made in the 
engineering department, when we shall probably in a very few years 
live to sce sailing vessels totally superseded by steamers, it is 
but natural that this awakencd sense of self-defence and independence 
of foreign assistance should more particularly take the direction of 
creating new lines of steamers, for which the steadiness, orderly con- 
duct, and economy practise! by the Germans, adapt them admirably 
to compete with the whole world. Of this we have two striking proofs 
in the Hamburg-American Steam Company and the North German 
Lloyd at Bremen, both of which are admirably conducted, and without 
any assistance or subsidies from their respective Governments have been 
able to stand on their own legs from the very beginning—some ten or 
twelve years ago—and not only compete successfully with subventioned 
companies under foreign flags, but pay their shareholders very hand- 
some dividends—sometimes as much as 20 per cent. 


This desire to extend the field of operations for the national flag at 
sea has been much increased since they have had a really national flag, 
and still further developed since the reatoration and reconstruction of 
the Empire of Germany, and now that all fear of fresh complications 
or another war has subside! the nation is turning its attention to cul- 
tivating in good earnest the arts of peace by the extension of its trade 
and navigation. It is now just two months ago that a project was 
formed here for establishing a linc of steamers to run (for the present) 
fortnightly between this port and South America. The original pro- 
moters of the scheme being first-rate houses of this city, who enjoy the 
unlimited confidence of the Exchange, the rush for shares was so great 
that seventy-five times the amount required was subscribed on the day 
fixed, so that a reduction had to be made in the distribution of the 
allotments in such a manner that those who had subscribed for 160 
shares only got one. 

In the meantime this thirst for establishing new lines of steamers bas 
extended to the interior of Germany, and especially in Berlin and 
Frankfort. On New Year's Day we were agreeably startled by the an- 
nouncement that two powerful steamship companies were in course of 
formation, one of which bas already completed its arrangements and 
issued its prospectus. It ia called “the Atlantic,” the promoters con- 
sisting of the ‘ollowing highly respectable firms :—Des Arts and Co., 
Rudolf Brach, Mundeiker, and Abegy, PF. Laeiss, B. Schonfeld, Ross, 
Vidal and Co., R. M. Sloman, A. Tesdorpf and Co., all of this city; M.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
DENT V. NICKALLS. 

This was a case of considerable importance to stockbrokers and 
others, and it arose out of the following circamstances :—The plaintiff, 
a merchant in the City, formerly held 160 shares in the Bank of Hin- 
dostan, China, and Japan (Limited), and in September, 1866, he in- 
structed Mr. Cope, a broker, to sell them. Mr. Cope sold 100 of 
them to the defendant, a jobber, at £3 5s. for account. Before the 
account day came the defendant had effected a sub-sale at 528. a 
shere profit to Mr. Porter, a broker, who was acting for Messrs. 
Newburn and Saltham, brokers of Manchester. who were em- 
ployed by Mr. Edward Eaton. When the name day came Mr. 
Eaton gave that of his son, ‘George Eaton, of Upton, Mac- 
clesfield, drysalter,” and the transfer was registered in his name. 
George Eaton was a lad, seventeen years of age, a clerk in his 
father’s¥counting- house, the father being a drysalter. The bank got 
into liquidation, and in July, 1869, Vice Chancellor Stuart removed 
the name of George Eaton from the list of contributors, upon the 
ground that he was a minor, and substituted that of the plaintiff, 
whereby the latter became liable to pay calls to a large amount. The 
plaintiff thereupon commenced the present action, contending that 
the defendant was liable to indemnify him against any liability which 
he bad incurred in eonsequence of not receiving a proper name as 
traneferee. At the trial before the Lord Chief Justice in London a 
verdict was directed for the plaintiff for the nominal sum of £7,000 
odd ; but the question now raised was, whether a rule should be made 
absolute for a new trial, upon the ground that his lordship had acted 
wrongly in directing a verdict for the plaintiff, when in fact there was 
no evidence to support the verdict. 

The Court granted a new trial, upon the ground that the evidence 
which had been given as to the custom of the Stock Exchange was 
ambiguous. 

Coronet Syxes's Case.— An application has been made before Vice- 
Chancellor Sir James Bucon, by the official liquidator of the European 
Central Railway Company (Limited), to enforce payment of a sum of 
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the Deutsche Bank, Mendelesohn and Co., and Schickler Brothers, at 
Berlin, who have subscribed for all the shares; bat a certain number 
weill be offered to the public in order to evade the charge of exclusive- 
ness, and it is also in the interests of the company to admit others to 
participate in the expected profits. The total share capital is fixed at 
seven million thalers, of which one-half is to be issued at present, and 
of this half one million thalers are to be offered to the public at par. 

The second of these two steam companies has not yet issued its pro- 
epectus, but from private information I am enabled to state that the 
capital wiil be ten million thalers, and that among the directors are the 
Anglo-German Bank and the following first rate firms :—A. J. Schon 
and Co., L. Behrens and Sons, August Behn, J. F. W. Reimers, Siemssen 
and Co., Vorwerk Bros. and Co., Curl L. D. Meister and Co., Julius 
Huhecken, H. H. Eggers, Berkefeld and Michahelles, all of this city, 
and Messrs. Knauth, Nachod, and Kunne, of New York. 

The Deutsche Bank at Berlin has doubled Its capital, as indicated in 
my last letter, by the issue of new shares to the amount of five million 
thalers, and having thus an available working capital of ten million 
thalers, intend to go in with energy for a monopoly of the banking 
basiness with China and Japan. For this purpose they have founded a 
Filidle or branch establishment in this city, as manager of which they 
Rave engaged the services of Herr Wilhelm Probst, for many years a 
partacr in the firm of Wm. Pustau and Co., of China, who, from his 
long residence in that country, and an intimate knowledge of its com- 
mercial affairs, may be expected to fully justify the confidence reposed 
in him by the Bank in giving him such @ responsible appointment. In 
addition to this the Bank are taking steps for the establishment of 
branches in China and Japan, and Herr Mammelsdorff is appointed 
the manager at Yukobama, and Herr Seeligmann in a similar capacity 
it Shanghai. Both these gentlemen were directors of the branch 
‘stablishments of the ‘‘ Comptoir d’Escompte de Paris,” in China and 
‘apan respectively, but were obliged to throw up their appointments in

There is y 9 serious contest going on between vur principal mer- 
ehants and nufacturers with reference to the revision of the Java 
tariff, a Quon with which Parliament will deal very shortly. A 
number of | cotton manufacturers of Twenthe have forwarded an 
address to t Second Chamber, in which they urge that if the dif- 
ferential dutere abolished in Java—as the Minister proposes—their 
interests will so greatly injured that all their capital will be lost, be- 
cause it will impossible for them to compete with English mannfac- 
tures, if they) not protected by a differential duty in our colonies. 
On the contr, some Amsterdam houses of high standing have ad- 
dressed the Chiber in approval of abolishing these differential dutics 
—because theyy free trade is the only vital element of prosperity. 
They show by fres that our mnufacturers can compete with the Eng- 
lish, especially ace the revival of our cotton trade, which enables 
spinners to ptde themselves with the raw material in our own 
markets, Theyfute the grievances expressed in the address from 
Twenthe, and urghe Chamber to passthe measure. They go so far as 
to request that a her import duty shall be fixed,than that proposed by 
the Minister, andat all the export duties in Java shall be abolished. 
They are, for Instee, of opinion that it is an enormous injustice to 
Vy 40 export dulon so important an article as sugar. This address 
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is much applauded, and it will be followed by another from the prin- 
elpal traders of this town, couched in similar terms. It is very strange 
that there are still merchants to be found who seek thelr sole aid 
in Protect:onism, which has for years crippled our commerce. Is it, for 
instance, not to be regretted that Mr. W. 8S. Lindsay is quite right in 
stating in his letter to the Daily News that the tonnage of our ship- 
ping is now 265 per cent. leas than it was in 1860? It has, in fact, de- 
creased from 511,519 tons in the last named year to 441,995 tons in 
1871, Last vear our number of vessels diminished by 73, their number 
being 1,508, against 1,581 in 1870, and still every week East India mer- 
chantmen are being sold because they cannot make profitable voyages. 
The produce from Java, which is imported on private account, is for the 
greater part carried by vessels of other nations, and our shipowners 
are grumbling over what they imagine will be the evils of Free trade, 
instead of approving of the measures, which will enable them to com- 
pete with other nations on equal terms. I, however, have to mention 
one fact which shows that our traders are not altogether “ Droogstop- 
pels.”® Some of the principal mercagtile houses have furnished a 
capital of about f.50,000 to organise an expedition to the erst coast of 
Africa, to ascertain whether it is possible to do business there. ‘Two 
gentlemen well known in the African trade bave started to make the 
necessary investigations, and when they retarn a company will be 
organised on the same principle as the African Trading Society. 

At the Bourse there has been an extensive risc in nearly ull securi- 
ties chiefly due to speculative investments. The money market is in a 
very sound condition, and a large capital is sceking employment. 

Mr. Doelen, one of the managers of the Nederland Company, has re- 
tired. It is not known who will be his saccessor. 

A principal topic of discussion is the national festival at Briclle on 
the Ist April next, There is not much sympathy displayed by the public 
in the matter, and if the Catholics had held their tongues instead of 
protesting against the project, I believe it wou!d have been a failure. 

The Earl Gruan de la Barre bas published another book to demone 
strate the rights of the Bourbon family, established in Holland, to the 
throne of France. His work is entitled ‘* La Branche Ainée des Bour-

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THE LAST “COLLISION” CASE AT HONG KONG. 

THE running-down case—euphemistically described as a 
“ collision”—between the junk Awm-Sheong-Tai and H.M.S.

On this 
ground we are quite willing to condone the blunder by 
which, in the report before us, the defendants’ counsel is 
described as the “ Acting Queen’s Advocate ”—and we have 
no doubt his title will be amended when we remind 
him that Her Masesry is not “ Acting”—though he un- 
doubtedly is. 

Putting aside, however, the question of the extension of 
elementary education to the Council and Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong—in both of which places we feel sure the Hon. 
Chief Justice will recognise its advantage—we will proceed 
to tho running-down case, which was tried before that gen- 
tleman, and yet one more “acting” official—the Acting 
Harbour Master. After a careful perusal of it, we think we 
can safely congratulate the “ Acting Queen’s Advocate,” and 
Mr. HaYLuar upon having, by their united exertions, let in 
just as much light op a very disputable point as will enable 
the natives to make their craft more and more an impedi- 
ment to the navigation of Her Masesry’s aud merchant ships. 
At the same time, we must endorse the judgment of Mr. 
SmaLe—who cast the Ocean in damages, the amount to be 
ussessed by the registrar and merchants. We fully appreciate 
the trouble and danger incurred by the clumsy and foolhardy 
vavigation of the juaks ; but, without going so far as to say 
that “every ship should alter her course for the sake of 
every junk,” we cannot put out of sight the fact that every 
thip ought to give every junk the opportunity of altering 
hers. Under the present system, as exemplified in the case 
of the Ocean, there seems to have been a heedlessness, which, 
without amounting to wilful injury, was still rightly held to 
render her liable for the consequences of a collision which 
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was certainly not avoided with the caution required. There 
is a homely old Saxon proverb—* Let every one take care of 
“himself, as the donkey said when he danced among the 
“chickens !"—which not unfairly describes the reckless sail- 
ing too much in vogue among raw officers with native craft 
in China and India ; and we hope that the judgment in the 
present case will exercise a salutary effeot. 











THE REVISION OF THE JAPAN TREATIES. 

Tue news from Japan becomes every week more important 
and interesting, as the time draws on for the revision of the 
existing treaties between Japan and the foreign Powers, 
together with the tariff and trade regulations annexed thereto, 
on and after the Ist of July next. It will be remembered 
that in anticipation of this event Mr. Rosertsoy, H.B.M.’s 
Consul at Yokohoma, issued a circular requesting English - 
merchants to express their views with regard to the improve- 
ments most desirable to be introduced with special reference 
to Great Britain. The mercantile community at once 
appreciated the opportunity thus afforded them, as well 
as the liberality of the spirit in which the offer was 
conveyed—which contrasts to the painful disadvantage 
of Her Masesty’s representatives ia China under’ very 
similar circumstances, to which we need not now more parti- 
cularly refer. The Special Committee of the Yokohama 
Chamber of Commerce, appointed to take the subject into 
consideration, in their turn invited the opinions and sugges- 
tions of the whole mercantile community interested in the 
Japan trade, whether they were members of the Chamber or 
not. This was as it should be, and will no doubt call forth 
many valuable suggestions from various important Chambers 
at home, especially as the English minister, Sir Harry 
Parkes, and the German Chargé d’ Affaires, Mr. von BRANDT, 
and the French Minister, Baron OuTREY (who was a passenger 
by the present French mail), are all, by a most fortunate 
combination of circumstances, now in Europe. We learn 
also from our local contemporary, the Japan Herald, that the 
American minister ix likely to avail bimself of leave of 
absence very shortly, and we have no doubt these gentle- 
men, one and all, will give cordial and valuable assistance 
to the good work in their respective capitals. 

As the report of the Committee of the Yokohama Cham-~- 
ber has not yet been issued, and no official utterances have - 
been made, we do not wish to press forward our views on the 
present occasion, the rather because we know that they corre- 
spond with those of the parties most interested, and because 
we feel that the matter is in very good hands as things 
stand. For these reasons we cannot but express sume regret 
that the Japan Herald should somewhat precipitately have 
come forward with its own budget instead of waiting for a 
due time for the Report of the Committee, of which our con- 
temporary confesses, rather pettishly, that he is entirely 
ignorant. No doubt it is within the province of a public 
journalist to advise, as well as to criticise, public measures— 
but we think it scarcely dignified to break iu upon delibera- 
tions, which there is no reason to imagine are being uegli- 
gently conducted, simply because he may not have been 
called into the Council. There is another and a more im- 
portant reason why our contemporary would have done 
better to postpone the publication of the article under notice 
—by urging his own views too soon or too vehemently it may 
prejudice the proceedings of the committee in the minds of 
the Japanese, and furnish an excuse for the anti-foreiga 
party—no contemptible minority—to protest in imine 
against the Herald’s crude propositions, and afterwards refuse 
to admit the more temperate, well-digested, and complete 
scheme of the Committee. This is simply “playing into 
the enemy’s hand.” We repeat that there is no reason to 
believe that Mr. Consul RoBertson's invitation will be coldly 
received by-our mercantile community, either in Japan or 
at home—they know their busivess too well for that—or 
that the Yokohama committee will prove unequal to the 
task of compiling an exhaustive, suggestive, and thoroughly 
valuable report. Should they do so—which it would be idle 
to surmise—we shall be among the first to criticise their 
shortcomings ; but we cannot approve of the system of airing 
our own wisdom by “ crying out before we are hurt "—more 
particularly when such » course may prejudice the cause we 
have at heart. The intelligence which our contemporary 
himself sends us, mail by mail—and especially by the one 
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last to hand—forbids the idea that the ruling and enlightened 
-olasses in Japan will approach the revision of the treaties 
in any bigoted or illiberal spirit. The matter which 
will be found in our Japan column to-day sufficiently proves 
that it is only by asking too much, asking too soon, or ask- 
ing too peremptorily, that we can hinder the strong tendency 
of the Japanese mind to the adoption of our institutions. 
For all these reasons we forbear at present from entering 
‘into the discussion raised by our contemporary, though we 
have no doubt that, when the proper time arrives, we shall 
find much in his arguments with which we can cordially 


agree.

We have this morning received the usual quarterly 
volume of the Customs Gazette, containing the Reports of the 
Commissioners of Customs for the fourteen treaty ports for 
the quarter ending September, 1871. In our present issue

THR appointment of Mr. W. H. Gregory to the Governor- 
ship of Ceylon, which we announced some months ago, ap- 
peared in the last issue of the London Gazette, and we under- 
atand that the hon. gentleman will take hie departure by the 
mail leaving Brindisi on the 29th inst. Long as is our expe- 
rience of similar appointments we can scarcely recal one 
which appeared to give more general satisfaction than that of 
the retiring member for Galway. A man of varied and pro- 
gressive views, a speaker whose oratory is more convincing 
than rhetorical, and a statesman intent on healthy develop- 
ment as opposed to sensational orclaptrap measures, it affords 

us peculiar pleasure to congratulate our friends in Ceylon on 
the acquisition of a Governor in every way so competent and 
so well disposed to follow in the steps of Sir HERCULES 
Rosinson, and to carry out the schemes for the improvement 
of the island which the retiring Governor has so successfully 
initiated. Mr. Gregory was born in the year 1817, and was 
educated at Harrow, and afterwards at Christ Church, Oxford. 
He entered Parliament in 1842 as a Conservative, represent- 
ing the city of Dublin, but at the general election of 1854 
he failed to secure a seat, and did not again enter Parliament 
until 1857, when he was returned for Galway county. He 
has retained his seat from that time to the present. He is 
well known in the world of art and of art education, and 
has taken an active part in general politics, especially where 
Ireland was concerned, in the House of Commons. We are 
glad to see by an announcement which will be found among 
our “ Domestic Occurrences ” that Mr. GREaorY was married 
on the 11th to Mrs. Boupoin, widow of Mr. J. T. Boupoin, 
so that our friends in Ceylon have every prospect of the hos- 
pitality of Government House being as well cared for as the 
graver duties of the Governor’s office. We understand that 
‘Captain MaxweELt, of the 80th Regiment, has been appointed 
aide-de-camp to the new Governor. 


WHATEVER may be the issue of the French elections, it 
must be admitted that the young Republic does not seem to 
have enlisted much sympathy or respect in foreign nations 
—in the Far East especially. It is rumoured that the 
Emperor of Cuina and his Council have resolved to 
postpone the establishment of tho permanent Chinese Em- 
bassy at Paris, proposed by M. Tu1ers, until France possesses 
a more strong and settled form of Government. This is no 
more than we anticipated from the unsatisfactory reception 
of Cuuna How on his mission to condone the Tientsin 
Massacre. 


A TELEGRAM has appeared to the effect that the P. and O. 
‘Company are negotiating with the Italian Government for a 
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mail from Venice to Indiaaud China. This is evidently sent. 
by a person ignorant of the nature of the negotiations now 
going on, which are simply to carry the Italian mails 
from Venice and Brindisi to Alexandria, in order to super- 
sede the line now running, known as “Palmers” Line. 
These negotiations were announced by us a month since, and 


we shall probably be able to give the full particulars in our 
next issue. 





A GENERAL meeting has been called at Copenhagen of the 
shareholders of the Great Northern and China and Japan 
Extension Telegraph Companies, in order to unite the two 
associations with a capital of £1,500,000. Propositions will 
also be brought forward at the meeting for a new telegraphic 
line between England and Denmark, and the establishment 
of a telegraphic station at Amoy. Mr. G. J. Henin, of 
Hong Kong, is to be made a director. Other details will be 
found i in our advertising columns, 





A TELEGRAM published this morning states that “Mr. De 
“Lone, the American Minister to Japan, has accepted a Ja- 
“panese mission to the great Powers of Europe and America 
“similar to that of Mr. BurtincaME.” This statement is, 
we believe, without foundation. Mr. De Lone simply ac- 
companies the travelling party of Japanese nobles who, as 
stated in our issue of the Ist inst., were to leave Yedo during 
the month of December for a tour through the United States 
and Europe. 





Wirt reference to the case of Fraser versus the charterers 
of the steamer Hibernia, which was recently reported and 
commented on in our columns, an application on bebalf of 
Messrs. J. and L. Fraser for a new trial has been acceded 
to. .A new trial has also been granted of the case “ Morri- 
son v. the Universal Marine Insurance Company,” and a re- 
quest for the re-hearing of the case of Messrs, WILLIS against 
the underwriters of the Blackadder is under consideration. 


Apvices from Havana by way of New York inform us that 
great consternation exists among the Chinese plantation 
coolies of Cuba in consequence of a decree having been pro- 
mulgated that all those whose engagements have terminated 
will be compelled to enter into fresh contracts at the wages 
of $12 per month. This standard of remuneration will be 
better appreciated by our stating the fact that the lowest rate 
paid for negro labour is $17. 


Accorpine to our Hamburg correspondent’s letter, to be 
found in another column, the Deutsche Bank of Berlin 
has opened a branch at Hamburg and appointed Mr. WM. 
Prosst, late of Messrs. WrLLiam Pustau and Oo., of China, 
as manager. The opening of this branch is chiefly in con- 
nection with the new branches in China and Japan. 


TreLecRaMs from Calcutta report the arrival of the King of 
Siam from Bangkok. Our Government have, we understand, 
given instructions that a suitable reception be given to the 
King. As such reception would not be complete without a 
man-of-war, H.M.S, Glasgow was ordered by me Admiralty 
to be in attendance. 


A TELEGRAM published on the 11th inst. announced that Sir 
Hercuxes Rosinson was on board the homeward Meseageries 
steamer Donnai, but a subsequent telegram states that he 
is a passenger to Hong Kong by the Messageries steamer 
Mei-Kong. 


Tne wrecked hull of the Dutoh steamer William III, as 
she now lies at Portsmouth, has been sold for £20,500. This 
will reduce the loss sustained by the underwriters very con- 
siderably.

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CHUNG HOW AND THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT. 
Tue following droll squib—which purports to'be the con- 
fidential letter of a member of Caunc How's suite to a friend 
at home—deserves more consideration than attaches to the 
' majority of such productions. It appears in the Morning 
Post, iu which it is desoribed as being written in excellent 
French, and giving a faithful description of a Chinese man- 
darin’s impressions of Republican France :— 
Prom Tk-10-Tox IN PARIS, TO HIS FRIEND Poo-PoO IN PEKING. 


Turn to our Sacred Tablet or Lord of a Myriad of Years and be 
thankful you were not born in France. Accept from the heart of 
friendship, wafted by the wings of love, this epistle. Year of the 
Barbarians, 1871, when traced, but despatched from Lyons in 1872. We 
arrived here in France, as you know, in order to express the regret of 
the Son of Heaven or sublime Teett-Taye for the massacres which took 
place iu Tientsin, originating in the demoralising attempts of the mis- 
sionaries of a people who practise the religion of a devil, who seek 
to turn us from the morality of the Divine Confucius. Our ‘ Four 
Books” record nothing in the history of humanity compared to 
the great satire cur mission embodies. We came to regret the 
murder of a few men who, uncalled fur, came amongst us to insult 
our fuith, and what did we find here? Since the foundation of 
Christianity wars have never ceased; sometimes roligious wars, but 
always wars; but as barbarian civilisation increases, these bloody con- 
flicts of the Christians augment in destructive magnitude. Their science 
is mainly directed now to the means of destroying human life on a 
more extensive scale: The greatest triumph of European science is to 
be able to place half-a-million men before half-a-million of other men, 
each and a‘l provided with fiery instruments of death, which sweep 
down the duped gaily-dressed multitude on either side without the con- 
tending hosts having any opportunity of displaying their war courage. 
We arrived here when the French, who must always te going to war 
with some other people, had invaded Germany, and were being beaten 
home again. No one can tell you why they invaded Germany ; but, 
‘having got the worst of it, everyone —statesmen, soldiera, and politi- 
¢ians—ull now say they were opposed to the war. From the great Em- 
peror Napoleon, down to all the old senators and deputies who voted and 
cheered the war, all denounced it. If we did not know how to esteem 
the chivalry of the great French nation, we should suppose all the world 
indulging in falsehool. Their civilisation has not only brought them to 
endless wars. Ah,no! That is not all. We found the French eventually, 
because they could not successfully fight the Germans, fighting amongst 
themselves. The Parisians revolted ; the troops of the Government besieged 
Paris. The Parisians then murdered their priests, their own priests ; they 
had a Tientsin massacre amongst themselves. Ah, no! that is not all 
‘When the Frenchmen, the soldiers, came from Versailles, to storm Paris 
they killed each other by thousands. Ah, no! that is not all! The 
Parisians then set fire to their own city, burning the Ten-Tsye Palacc, 
and destroying the monument of all their war glories. To the people 
of this nation we came to apologise for the small outrages of our own 
offended ignorant people. Our Ambassador on more than one occasion 
tore the peacock's feather from his cap in the excitement of humiliated 
dignity. . . . These people teach us religion, civilisation—give us 
a better guide than we find in our Yu or our Fo/ As we watched from 
Veraaillea the burning of the Tuileries, we remembered how these French 
and the English had robbed our Emperor's palace. The arrowy flames 
lighted the heavens, so we saw more plainly than before the God of Justice. 
You will not believe what I have written ; but permit me to ask you to 
imagine what our monkeys would do if let out of their cages. These 
French require the bamboo stick more than any other people, from high 
caste downwards. 1 have nowa sunlight and flower-perfumed communica- 
tion to convey. We have made arrangements to establish a religious house 
in London and in Paris for the reception of our missionaries. Our Am- 
bassador thinks it is our duty to give the French especially the benefits 
ofa true religion, which must improve their habits end morals. We 
believe Buddhism will best suit these barbarians. We shall, therefore, 
despatch to France some priests of Buddhism faith, and hope for the 
blessing of Heaven. We shall not work like the Christian missionaries 
in China, and pretend to convert the low and abandoned claeses. We 
shall hope to convert M. Thiers, M. Guizot, and the Bishop of Orleans. 
fn England we reckon on Lord Granville, Mr. Gladstone, and Mr. 
Spurgeon, and some bishops. Chinese civilisation is much wanting in 
these parts of the world. We must doour duty. Place my devotion 
at the feet of all dear friends, and on the grave of my grandmother.— 
Love your brother, Te-To-TuM. 

P.S.—The President of the Republic is sending a commission to 
Peking to study our form of government. He says France has tried all 
European forms of bamboo stick, and none of them suit her. 


who have earned a little money and opened shops there. Those who are 
employed as servants receive very good treatment, earning larger wages 
than the labourers by two dollars a month. They have very easy times.. 
The case of the labourers employed in plantations called jaggers is just: 

the reverse. They are made to work from five ia the morning until six 
atnight. Their food is of the worst description, consisting of rice of in~ 
ferior kind, and not in sufficient quantities, thus almost compelling them 

to steal, and when they are caught they are flogged without mercy, or- 
when they are a little slack in their work the lash is relentlessly applied, 
so that some have died from the effects. These are the conditions which 
the coolies of Callao are in, but those in Lima or near it are more 
fortunate, as they have casy access to the courts of law. The labourers. 
in Callao finding their oppression unbearable, frequently place themselves 
beyond the reach of their employers by committing suicide. On one occa- 

sion, about sixteen months ago, a Chinese was beaten to death. He was 

employed in one of the jaggers owned by a very weulthy man in Lima. 

The Chinese resolved toavenge the death of their country man, and for this 
purpose formed themselves into a company, subscribing large sums in. 
aid of the prosecution. The version of the affuir given by the accused 

was that the man died of opium poison administered by his own hands, 
but the post mortem examinat ion revealed the presence of three clots of 
blood. In epite of this evidence the accused had, by means of his great 
wealth, managed to delay the proceedings, and the case up to the pre-. 
sent moment has not beén settled, although he offered to compromise 
with the Chinese with a large sum of money, which the Chinese 
refused. Our informant further informs us that the practice of apply- 
ing red hot iron to the cheeks of the conlies was in existence prior to 
his advent, and he believed this act of cruelty is still carried on in oat- 
of-the-way places. 

The Chinese in Lima follow principally the avocation of shopkeepers, 
where everything is very dear and offers very fair profit for Chinese 
merchandise. Gambling, and many gambling houses are opened in 
consequence. They actually form public gambling companies, issuing 
shares, at 80 much a share, in exactly the samc manner as any other 
business company is formed. The Peruvian laws prohibit gambling, but 
they manage to bribe the police and the authorities. 

At Honolulu the Chinese is on a much better footing, posscssing all 
the rights and privileges of a free citizen, but the means of making 
money are not so great as in Peru. The Chinese population there is 
between 3,000 and 4,000.

Subscriptions are invited for £4,000,000 Northern Pacific Rail- 
road 7 3-10tks per cent. first mortgage Land-Grant Bonds, at the 
price of 85, in instalments extending to the lst of July. The line 
is to run from Lake Superior to Puget Sound on the Pacific, a 
distance of 2,000 miles, of which 255 have been completed, and 
the company have a grant of lands from the United States esti- 
mated at about sixty million acres. The creation of bonds is 
limited to £10,000 per mile of road ; these bonds are to be re- 
ceived at par in payment for land, and each £100 bond is to carry 
a right of 250 acres. According to the allegations of the pro- 
spectus, the line ‘ passes throngh the best wheat-growing region 
in the world,” and will, as compared with the passage from San 
Francisco, save 700 miles in the ocean route to Japan. 

Messrs. Chadwicks, Adamson, Collier, and Jo. invite subscrip- 
tions for 22,000 shares of £10 each in the Australian and Oriental 
Coal Company, established with a capital of £300,000, in shares 
of £10 each, for the purpose of supplying the ports of India, 
China, Japan, the Pacific, and the Australasian colonies from 
collieries at Newcastle, New South Wales. The demand from 
these ports is very large, and a contract has been entered into for 
the purchase of two coal mines at and near Newcastle, New South 
Wales, which are to be disposed of in consequence of the in- 
tended dissolution of partnership of the proprietors. From in- 
formation obtained by the board these mines are considered 
capable of putting out half million tons of coal per annum, of 
excellent quality for steam and gas purposes, and now used for 
the latter by the Bombay, Singapore, and other gas companies. 
The price of the two collieries, including the six miles of railway, 
buildings, and lands, is £130,000, and the plant is to be paid 
forfby a valuation which is not expected to exceed £50,000. Of 
the whole purchase money £80,000 is to be paid in deferred 
shares not ranking for dividend until the ordinary shareholders 
have received 10 per cent. for five {consecutive years, and the 
balance in cash. The total net profit is estimated at £81,250 per 
annum. 

‘The directors of the Oriental Bank Corporation have resolved

THE CHINESE IN PERU. 

The following particulars, obtaincd from the coolie-passengers from 
Pera and Honolulu, are published in the China Mail :— 

It is satisfactory to observe that a grcat change has come over the 
treatment of tle coolies who have been shipped to that place under the 
name of “ free emizrants.” The unfortunate coolies, tu some extent, 
can now ceek for redress in the Peravian Courts of Justice. Of the 
passenzi1g of the Cecil a, forty-eight embarked from Lima ; all these 
men broug}t with tl:em lurge sums of money, and with the exception 
of one, who had only a few hundred dollars, the average posscssion of 
each of tle rest was atout 3,000 dols., including two of them who 
owned over 10,000 dcls. a-piece. 

Lima has a Chinese population ofubout 350,009, most of whom work 
in the fields and guano pits; a comparatively few are employed in 
family houses as domestic sei vants, and some are time-cxpircd emigrants 
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guinea will be charged on 30th June and 31st December upon 
every account the balance of which has at any time during the 
previous half-year fallen below £100. 

Subjoined is an account of the quantities of the principal ar- 
ticles of imported merchandise subject to Customs’ duties remain- 
ing in the bonded warehouses of the United Kingdom on the 31st 
of December, 1871, compared with the corresponding dates of 
1869 and 1870 :—

Silver has again increased slightly in value, the quotations for 
fine bars being 603d. to 60jd. per oz. standard. Mexican Dollars 
have also increased in value, the new coinage to 594d., the old, 
owing to scarcity, to 603d. per oz. The Candia has taken £43,000 
to Chipa. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for December last and for the entire 
year 1871, show for the first time since April last a decrease in 
the general volume of our trade. So far as the imports are con- 
cerned, we gather from an official note appended to the tables 
that the dehaienay exhibited in several cases is only apparent, 
and is caused by the fact that in former years the account for 
December included the record of large quantities of goods which 
had been imported in previous months, but not registered until 
the “Landing Accounts” had been received. By the system 
which was introduced a year ago, the transactions of each month 
are strictly included within the period to which they refer, and 
thus the figures for December, though useless for the purpose of 
comparison with the corresponding month in previous years, give 
for the first time a reliable summary of the actual import business 
in the closing month of the year. We find that during 1871 the 
imports: amounted to 4£326,834,617, being an increase of 
£23,577,154 on the imports of the previous year; and £31,374,433 
as compared with 1869. During the month of December last our 
imports were £25,444,758, against £38,473,169 in December, 1870, 
and £40.893,498 in the same month of 1869. As above stated, 
owing to the change in the system of registering the returns, no 
comparison is practicable. 

As regards the exports during the month of December the re- 
turns show a falling off, the declared value being £16,965,293 

inst £17,178.058 in the corresponding month of 1870, and 
£15.594.978 in December, 1869. The value of the exports for the 
year ending Dec. 31. 1871, is £219,319,071, against £199.586,822 
in 1870, and £118,953.957 in 1869. These figures show an in- 
crease for last year of nearly 10 per cent. over the preceding year 
and more than 15 per cent. over 1869. Every branch of industry 
has participated in the movement; but the greatest relative in- 
crease has been in the silk, woollen, and iron and steel trades, cot- 
ton manufactures figuring more moderately. Owing, however, to 
the vastness of that trade, a slight augmentation in connection 
with it is of more importance than a great one under other heads, 
The following are the degrees of increase :—Coal, 11 per cent. ; 
cotton yarn, 3 per cent. (and 6 per cent. in quantity) ; cotton 
manufactures, 1} per cent. (and 4 per cent, in quantity) ; earthen- 
ware, 5 per cent.; haberdashery, 23 per cent. ; hardware, 11 per 
cent. ; iron and steel, 9 per cent.; linen manufactures, 4 per 
cent. ; machinery, 12 per cent. ; silk manufactures, 42 per cent. ; 
woollen yarn, 22 per cent. ; woollen manufactures, 25 per cent. ; and 
miscellaneous, 13 per cent.

China, and 1,500,000 Ibs.,\Indian Tea, has proved too 
much for the market, even though its statistical position is uneually 
seund and promising ; therefore, when buainess was resumed a week 
since, it was impossible to get due attention to samples, and many 
easy sales were made the firat two or threo days; more recently, how- 
ever, since dealers have had an opportunity of examining the samples 
and gauging the tone of the market, they evince more disposition to 
business, especially in Congous from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 6d. per Ib, and it 
ia probable that the demand may harden prices for these current con- 
sumable grades.

heating surface of boilers, 11,720 square feet; firegrate surface, 316°8 
square feet; condensing surface, 6,059 square fect ; diameter of screw, 
17ft. 6in., and 4ft. Sin. long, with pitch increasing from 224 to 24 
inches ; weight of screw, 124 tons. The Peshawur was built by Messrs. 
Caird and Co., of Greenock, and is a sister ship to the Khedive, Mirza- 
pore, and Pekin, by the same builders, which have been added to the 
company’s flect during the paat year. These vessels are all provided with 
accommodation for a large number of first and second class passengers, 
mails, specie, baggage, and over 2,000 tons of cargo, and are fitted with 
the latest improvements in overy department. A large number of the 
P, and O, Company's directors and officials and other scientific gentle- 
men were on board the Peshawur, and her performances gave great sa- 
tisfaction. The Peshawur left Southampton on the 13th inst.
